The whole. mischief, therefore, resulted immediately 
from the closing of the  stop-cock in the 
stand-pipe. The engineers are divided in ~ opi- 
nion as to whether tbere ought to have been any 
such cock in the pipe at all. Mr. M‘Lennan, the com- 
pany’s engineer, says decisively, “I think the covk 
ought never to have been placed there.” Others justify 
it as a useful precaution against the possible breaking of 
the stand-pipe, which without a stop-cock would, it is 
said, have inundated the cabins with hot water. But 
whether it was right to have the coek or not, all agree 
that it was utterly wrong for it to be shut, and that the 
explosion was only the natural and necessary result of 
this criminal carelessness or neglect. 


Where does the responsibility of this neglect fall ? 
This is the important question, which ought surely to 
admit of an easy and direct reply. It would seem in- 
credible that a vessel like the Great Eastern should put 
to sea on a trial trip without any responsible officers for- 
milly commissioned to watch over and regulate the 
working of her engines. Yet the evidence goes to show 
that this, or something very like it, was actually the 
fact. It scems impossible to decide to whom, if to any 
one, the responsibility of working the engines was 
committed. There were two sets of engineers on board, 
the Company’s engineers, and the Contractors’ 
engineers, but neither of them, according to their own 
account and that of their principals, had anything 
whatever to do with the responsible working of the 
vessel. It is true they mutually rendered a certain 
amount of amateur assistance. Mr. M‘Lennan, the 
Company’s acting engineer, though declining to 
take charge of any engine, willingly he!ped Mr. 
Scott Russell with “a pull at the wheel,” or, if 
he wished to have messages conveyed, sent 
them. Mr. Dixon, the Contractors’ chief en- 
gineer, considered himself simply as a passenger, 
but undertook the management of an engine not- 
withstanding, and seems during the voyage to have 
been one of the most busy and active men on board. 
Mr. J. Roy Camp!ell, the Chairman and representative 
of the Company, throws the entire responsibility of the 
management of the vessel during the trial trip on the 
Contractors, and asserts that there was a complete under- 
standing between them andthe Directors on this head. 
Mr. Scott Russell, on the other hand, affirms that he 
had nothing whatever to do with the trial trip, either 
direc'ly or indirectly, as a matter of business.

England is invested with no authority to thow away 
revenues which she holds by a title as undeniable as that 
which secures their possessions to our great landed 
proprietors. The right to a church-rate is stated by 
Archdeacon Hale to be “coeval with the common 
law duty of the maintenance of roads and bridges.” 
Every one who has bought land in this country, from 
the Conquest until the present day, has bought it 
subject to this burden. It always enters into the 
question of the value at which property is estimated, 
and it is scarcely possibly, so far as that goes, to admit 
anv distinction between church-rates and tithes. The 
former, as the Latter, is to all intents and purposes a 
charge upon property, and the only difference between a 
church-rate and other rates is, that the law in one case 
is extremely lax, in the other extremely stringent. It 
is clear, moreover, that whatever may have been decided 
on the subject of church-rates, the obligation to repair 
the fabric of the parish church is as distinct an'l binding 
as the obiigation to pay taxes for the support of the army 
and navy.

The price of the water is re- 
gulated by what is a “laddoos,” which is nothirg more 
than a tin pot witha hole in the bottom, and which 
takes about two minutes and a-half to empty fisel’, ac- 
cording to the size and requirements of the gardens of 
the inhabitants. The inhabitants are a mixed race, and 
in appearance even do not resemble the Arabs and 
Moors, and thcir language is entirely different from the 
Arabic, being 2 branch of the original of the Berber 
tongue, and bearing the closest affinity to the lan- 
guage of the Towarck, if it be not, indeed. with the ex- 
ception of some engrafted Arabic terms, almost identical 
with it. Thev have the reputation amovg the Moors 
of the coast of great learning, which reputation is cer- 

tainly unmerited. The greater part can read and write 

a little, but the only use to which they put this know- 

ledge is a limited commercial correspondence. Though 

indolent at home, they are very enterprising in their 

commercial pursuits, and besides the Soudan, where the 

major part ot the foreign trade is carried on by them, 

they are also to be met with in all the principal 

towns on the coast of Barbary, from Alexaniria to 

Tangier. 

Section F.-—Economic Science and Statistics.

Mr. J. P. Hennessy, M.P., made some observations on 
the “ Results of the Society of Arts Examination.” He 
attempted to show that the education afforded by insti- 
tutions such as mechanics’ was superior to that given 
by public schools generally.
